•"ort Bliss, near El Paso, Tex., to Fort 
.Vingatc, N. M. 


The war department believed it neces- 


.ary to move the prisoners further from 
,ho Mexican border in view of imssi 
developments. 
The Third squadron of 


he Twelfth cavalry now nt Fort Meade, 
S. D., will be. sent to Fort Wingftte to 
piard the. prisoners. 


The Mexicans, soldiers and refugees, 


i.ive been held nt Fort Bliss since they 
led across the border seeking refuge on 
\mcrican soil nfter the battle of Ojin- 
ga. The defeated federals, pursued by 
•ictorious constitutionalists, crossed the 
lio flrande and were rounded up by the 
Jnited States troops. The war depart- 
ment feared that so large a colony of 
lexicans near the border might excite 
he Mexicans across the river and per- 
aps lead to an effort to liberate the 
risoners. 
The prisoners will he en- 


rained nt El Pnso under a heavy guard 
rom the Twentieth infantry, which will 
ccompany them to Fort Wingate and 
urn them over to the cavalry ordered 


Vera Cruz, April 27.—There was re- 


joicing here today when word was re- 
ceived from, the British minister, Sir 
Lionel Cnrden, 
in Mexico 
City, that 


General Huerta had agreed to permit 
another refuge train to leave the capita 
and that 250 foreigners, including Amer- 
icans, would arrive in Vera Cruz tomor- 
row. 


Previously the 
hopes 
of Americans 


here who had relatives and friends in the 
capital had been buoyed up by a state- 
ment given out in behalf of Admiral 
Fletcher thnt he had information which 
led him to hope for the early arrival of 
more American refugees from Mexico 
City, for the better treatment of nil 
Americans there and possibly for thoir 
eventual release. 


Eagerly Scan Horizon.- 


Next in importance to these develop- 


ments wns the expected arrival of tho 
brigade of troops commanded by Gen- 
eral Frederick 
Fiinston. The 
soldiers 


were expected before nightfall and the 
sailors on the. line of battleships rim- 
ming the city front beyond tho break- 
water eagerly scanned the horizon for 
the smoke of the battleship Louisiana 
and the transports she was convoving. 


While Admiral Fletcher 
refused to 


give the nature of his reassuring infor- 
mation from Mexico City, it was inti- 
mated nt the headquarters that the con- 
sistent policy of lenient treatment ac- 
corded Mexicans in Vera 
Cniz had 


brought a change of heart :n the capital.

cal) is the peon's drink. He indulges in 
i whether there is war or not 
It is 


slightly intoxicating, tastos like 
sour 


buttermilk and looks like yeast. This 
drink costs from three tx) five cents a 
quart. Consequently many of the peons 
practically live on it. 
Many of them 


prefer to go without food in order to 
buy pulque- In Mexico City alone some 
20,000 pesos ($0,000) is spent by labor- 
ers every day for tho t>everage, which 
they think has wonderful 
properties- 


Pulque is the juice drawn from the cen- 
tury plant when in fiower. The huge 
stem of the flower is cut out and the 
juice drains into the bowl made by the 
leaves. When the bowl is full the juice 
is earned by the peon workers on the 
plantation to the hacienda (house) anc 
there allowed to ferment. 
Then it is 


shipped to the cities in hogsheads. In 
thn cities pulque is sold from the "pul- 
qucrias,'' a sort of saloon.. Men, women 
and children come to the paper-decked 
shops and drink pulque over the bar or 
carry it home for the family.

SIGN COPYRIGHT PROTOCOL. 


Twelv» European Countries Agree to 


New Plan. 


Borne, April 27.—An additional pro- 


tocol to the revised International Copy- 
right convention of November 13, 1908, 
was signed here a few days since by the 
representatives of th« following twelve 
European coutries: Great Britain, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Germany, France, Italy, 
Norway, Holland, Portugal, Spain, Swe- 
den nnd Switzerland, nnd by 
Japan, 


Hayti, Liberia, Luxemburg, Monaco and 
Tunis. 


The most important article of the pro- 


toco) stipulates that when a country not 
belonging to tho copyright union fails 
properly to protect the works of authors 
belonging to one of the countries of tho 
union, the provision of the convention 
of November 13, 1908, shall in no wiss in- 
terfere, with the contracting country's 
right to limit the protection of works 
whose authors are at the time of tho first 
publication of such works subjects or 
citizens of the said foreign country and 
not regularly domiciled In one of the. 
countries of "tho union. The right thus 
conferred on countries belonging to the 
copyright union is specifically ita-tcd to 


apply to all their oversea dominions. 
The protocol shortly comes into force.

HANNA, WIRES OF IT 


Washington, April 27,—President Wil 


son and Secretary Bryan were greatly 
ncenged last nj£.at upon receiving a dis- 
latch from Consul General Philip C. 


nni^ at Monterey, Mer., announcing 


hat he bad been subjected to insults 
and indignities by Mexican federal offi- 
cers there and kept a prisoner in the 
foveroment palace from April 22 until 
he constitutionalist forces captured the 
x>wn two days later. 
The consul re- 


>ortcd that mobs led by federal officials 
oro down all the American flags in the 
ity, trampled upon them and burned 
hem up in the streets. 


Upon the arrival of the constitution- 


alists Mr. Hanna was released and treat- 
ed with marked consideration. He said 
he rebel officers made-speeches in front 
f tho state house giving assurances of 
ull protection to all foreigners and non- 
ombatanta. 


Consul Hanna's Telegram, 


Consul Hanna's telegram follows: 
"Monterey, Mex., April 26, 1914.—Sec- 


retary of State, Washington, D. C. (April 
24, 1 p. m.)—On the 21st of April a fed- 
eral military officer by the name of Cap- 
tain Alvarez Del Castillo, evidently in- 
structed by the federal military "com- 
mander to tear down all American flags, 
arrived at this consulate general with a 
street mob which he had gathered about 
4 o'clock in tho afternoon and pounded 


on the door and demanded that the 
American flag over this consulate gen- 
eral be immediately lowered or he would 
shoot it down, and other federals pro- 
ceeded to tear down all Dags, standing 
on them, making speeches 
throughout 


the city of Monterey, burning some of 
them and tearing them up and leaving 
them piled in the middle of tho streets. 


"It was tho most insulting act that T 


or any of the people of the Monterey 
have ever witnessed. Thpn they placed 
a police guard in front of this consulate 
general and the inmates in this building 
were considered prisoners. 
The next 


morning, the 22nd of April, about in 
o'clock a police lieutenant arrived with' 
a forco of men and advised me that he 
had been instructed to search the build- 
ing. The insulting search was completed 
about noon when your consul general 
was taken prisoner through the streets 
with thn mob and carried first to the 
penitentiary and afterward to the state 
government palace, which building has 
been for some time military headquarters 
and fortified and was the object of spe- 
cial attack by the then attacking forces. 


"While I was placed under police guard 


in the grand reception room of the state 
palace, I fully realized that I was con- 
stantly being considerably insulted and 
greatly humiliated not on account of my 
personality but on account of my official 
position aa representative, of tho United 
States government in northern Mexico. 
At about 8 o'clock in tho evening of April 
22 I was taken beforo the military court 
and notified that I was charged with be- 
ing in sympathy with constitutionalist 
chiefs and as being friendly to certain 
constitutionalist generals and especially 
Ooneral Pablo (ionzales and General An- 
tonio Villareal. I was kept a prisoner 
in eommunicado until the evacuation of 
the city by the federal troops and until 
the arrival of the constitutionalist forces 
early this morning. 
There were times i 


during the period when it was believed 
by very many that I would be shot or 
carried tfl the mountains as their pris- 
oner in case tho federals evacuated. How- 
ever, the evacuation of the city by their 
soldiers, federals, state and police took [ 
place during last nigh* and J. w»« 'o* 


entirely alone in the state capitol build- 
ing ns its solo guardian for about six 
hours without being informed by any 
individual or officer of their departure."

Baer, president of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railway, and active in the or- 
ganization and management of many 
coal, iron and transportation companies, 
died at his home here yesterday. He 
was stricken on tho street Saturday 
while walking to his office and never re- 
covered 
consciousness. 
Although ap- 


proaching 72, Mr. Baer had been un- 
usually active and his associates con- 
sidered him in tho best of health. 


His wife, who is nearly 70 years old, 


never left his sido during tho thirty-four 
and a half hours hn lay ill. Others in 
tho sick room at thn time of his dcnth 
were his five daughters, Mrs. William 
Griscom Coxc, of Wilmington; Mrs. 
William N. Apppl, of Lancaster; Mrs. 
Hebel Smith; Mrs. Isaac Helster nnd 
Mrs. Frank Connard, of Reading; his 
sons-in-law, four physicians and Walter 
Douglas, who has been employed by him 


as a coachman for thirty-two years. 


Gastric trouble supplemented by 
a 


kidney disorder is believed b-- tho phy- 
sicians to have been responsible for Mr. 
Bar's sudden illness. He appeared to be 
in good health when he left his home 
Saturday morning. 


Mr. Baer began his career as a law- 


yer and a few days ago celebrated the 
fiftieth anniversary of his admission to 
the bar. For nearly fifteen years he w.is 
employed as personal counsel for tho 
lute J. Picrpont Morjfnn. 


A rule of the Heading Railway com- 


pany provides that an employe who has 
reached the age of seventy shull retire 
On a pension. When Mr. liner reachi'd 
that ngc, however, he declared hn would 
"stand by" as long as his health held 
out.

Ten years ago. when he was 


elected president of the Rending com- 
pany he was voted Reading's mnst emi- 
nent citizen nnd ho 1ms never surren- 
dered this title.

Co-Operative Firms Have 


Wide Spread in Middle 


West States. 


HOW THEY STARTED 


"Is your stenographer hove? I want 


to see her home." 


"Oh, if all you want is to see her 


homo. I will tell voii where it i»-" 


Kansas City, April 27.—A remarkable 


business change is going on in the "mid- 
dle west, particularly in Kansas and 
neighboring states. Co-operation is de- 
veloping in every line of business not 
only in the country districts, but in the 
cities. 
Co-operation has spread so rap- 


idly in the last two years that where 
there were not to exceed 12,000 people 
served by co-operative business institu- 
tions in 1912, there are fully half a, rail- 
lion in Kansas alone now served through 
co-opcrativa institutions. 
^ 


The successful operation of mutual tele 


phone lines is probably accountable for 
the wonderful increase in the number of 
other co-operative stores, elevators, buy- 


ing organizations and delivery systems 
for a.n entire town. 


The onl}' way the farmers bad of ao- 


curing telephone service was through tha 
mutual systems, and there are now al- 
most 500 of these firms throughout the 
state. There is not a single county in 
Kansas which does not have a mutual 
telephone organization. 


May Talk to Continent. 


The companies vary from a line of a 


single wire with half a dozen instruments 
up to companies with several thousand 
patrons and by contracts with the big 
Bell and independent companies are able 
to give the members complete telephone 
service with any city from Denver to 
Boston. Some of the lines are nothing 
more than fence wire, used both as a 
guard for stock and for thn telephone, 
while some of the mutual lines have as 
complete and modern equipment as can 
he found anywhere. 


The grange stores at 
Olathe 
were 


among the first successful co-operative 
stores in the country. These stores have 
been in operation for more than a quar- 
ter of a century and have successfully 
handled one of the largest retail busi- 
nesses in the rural sections of the coun- 
try. 
These stores are handled exclusive- 


ly through the grange organizations, and 
the stores are pointed to as the model co- 
operative stores each year to get an in- 
sight into the business methods and man- 
ner of distributing the pro6ts of this 
institution. 


There are now over 100 


mercantile establishments in Kansas, and 
at some points these stores have driven 
the regular merchants out of business 
and have a practical monopoly of the 
grocery, dry goods, clothing and shoe 
business of the community. Some of the 
stores are establishing branches 
for 


handling farm implements and hardware, 
and thus absorb practically the entire 
business of a single community, nearly 
every patron of the store being a share- 
holder and partcipating in the profits 
according to the amount of their busi- 
ness. 


There havo been 186 charters issued by 


the state within six months to co-op- 
erative grain concerns, most of them 
elevators and a large number of them 
organized through tho Farmers' union. 
There are 300 of these co-operative ele- 
vators and grain companies in the state. 


Equipment of Elevators. 


Each elevator has a complete equip- 


ment for grading and cleaning grain and 
preparing it for the milk. They do busi- 
ness direct with the big buyers, and the 
members profit on an average of 2 cents 
a bushel on the whent they grow each 
year. At least that has been the profits 
of those companies in operation during 
the last few years. 
The farmers who 


own stock in the.co-opera.tive elevators 
pay no commissions or elevator charges, 
except the actual cost of their own ele- 
vator operation. 


The newest form of co-operative busi- 


ness in tho state is the co-operative buy- 
ing of goods for a striae of stores. There 


is onn co-operative buying organization 
in Northern Kansns that has a purchas- 
ing power exceeding more than $1,000,000 
a year, taking the figures for the first 
six months of its existence as a basis. It 
was started last fall. 
Tho association 


lias a secretary who does all the buying. 


Buys in Carlots. 


Tho grocors, dry 
goods merchants, 


clothing merchants, and hardware mer- 
chants of eight, counties send to this sec- 
retary their orders for goods, and he goes 
into the market and buys in carlots, and 
the competitive bidding for the business 
of this association is so sharp that the 
merchants are buying goods for their 
shelves at an average discount of 15 
per cent, from the price they paid when 
buying individually. 


Co-operative delivery systems in twen- 


ty-six Kansas towns 'servo a total of 
140,000 people. 
The cost of delivering 


merchandise to the homes in these cities 
has been cut just 15 per cent, for the 
merchant and the people have been get- 
ting better service when they were ac- 
customed to the pain.

Tho establishment of an agricultural 


hank in German Southwest Africa with 
a capital of about $2,500,000 will, in 
stimulating agricultural activities, open 
the market for machinery, implements 
and Utols as well as for fencing and 
building materials, etc.

Washington. April 27.--Penator Harry 


Lane, of Oregon, told the senate Indian 
appropriation committee that Americans' 
treatment of the red men waa barbarous. 
"Talk of inhuman treatment in Mexico, 
our own record nf dealings with the In 
dians is as lull nf atrocities," said Sen- 
ator Lane. "The exploitation of these 
wards, with the approval and connivance 
of congress, is a foul blot upon our honor. 


"Take the case of the Crows. Because 


some cattle belonging to Btockmen grazed 
on the Indian lands*, congress appropri- 
ated for a fence thirty miles long. 
It 


was built in a way to shut off the rich 
fertile land and this was leased to the 
stockmeji and the dry prairies left to the 
Crowa. 
Indians who declined to work 


on the fence were denied their annuities 
from congress. 


"An instance of unfairness similar to 


this concerns the 
Milhick 
Indians, 


branch of the Chippewns. They were put 
off their own In ml, which was leased to 
others, aand force^ to go on land covered 
with 
stumps. 
They 
were without 


ploughs nnd^*!'ro\YR and their situation 
soon becoji^ilestitute. 
Of course, there 


w n a^Snt v of good, fertile land which 


1**W&nY have bee,, assigned tln-m." 


Following the reoomtiiendafinns of the 


Indian service, the senate Indian affairs 
commit ttce. in considering the Indian ap- 
propriation hill, hay reduced the appro- 
priations for self-support and civilization 
and increased the allowance for schools 
and agricultural training. 


Tlie lump sum appropriation of $400.- 


000 fur self-support, and civjlj/jition cur- 
ried in the house bill was deerensed by 
the senate committee to $100,000.
